2* In this respect, your own situation is more oloarly defined* Because, 
besides constitutional and traditional obligations applicable to all 
Rumanians, you also have the obligation of carrying out an agreement which 
you alone have undertaken, as confirmed in the olose of your letter of 
18 August, whore you writes

upon us, that I receive as soon as possible word of His Majesty the King's 
decision, after which each and everyone will be obliged to obey,”
